Drew Peterson Guilty of Murder

Prosecution uses new 
law to convict former 
officer of killing wife 

Joliet, 111. 

Drew Peterson, the swaggering for- 
mer suburban Chicago police offi- 
cer who generated a media storm 
after his much-younger fourth wife 
vanished in 2007, was convicted 
Thursday of murdering his third 
wife in a case based mainly on sec- 
ondhand hearsay 
statements from 
the two women. 

Peterson, 58, 
sat stoically look- 
ing straight ahead 
and did not react 
as the verdict was 
read. Kathleen 
Savio’s family members were emo- 
tional as they left the courtroom. 
Her sister, Susan Dorman, threw 
herself into the arms of her hus- 
band, Mitch Dorman. 

“Finally, finally, finally ... We 
finally got that murdering bas- 
tard,” said Savio’s brother-in-law, 
Mitch Dorman. 


Drew Peterson’s 
murder trial was 
the first of its kind. 
Prosecutors built 
their case largely 
on secondhand 
hearsay, thanks to 
a new law tailored 
to the case. 


Illinois has no death penalty, 
and Peterson now faces a maxi- 
mum 60 -year prison term when 
sentenced in Savio’s death on 
Nov. 26. 

The trial was the first of its kind 
in Illinois history, with prosecutors 
building their case largely on hear- 
say thanks to a new law, dubbed 
“Drew’s Law,” tailored to Peter- 
son’s case. That hearsay, prosecu- 
tors had said, would let his third 


Backstory 

The drowning death of Drew 
Peterson's ex-wife Kathleen 
Savio on March 1, 2004, was initially 
deemed an accident. After Peter- 
son’s fourth wife, 23-year-old Stacy 
Peterson, went missing in 2007, 
Savio’s body was exhumed and re- 
examined and her death reclassified 
as a homicide. Peterson had divorced 
Savio a year before her death. His mo- 
tive for killing her, prosecutors said, 
was fear that a pending settlement, 
which included their$300,000 home, 
would wipe him out financially, (ap) 


and fourth wives “speak from their 
graves” through family and friends 
to convict Peterson. 

Hearsay is any information 
reported by a witness that is not 
based on the witness’ direct knowl- 
edge. Its use at the trial could also 
be grounds for an appeal. 

Defense attorney Ralph Meczyk 
said Peterson was saddened by the 
verdict but that the defense would 
appeal: “Hearsay is the big issue. 
It’s the law, but the law has to be

At least 200,000 jobs a month are needed to lower the unemployment rate, 
which is forecast to remain at 8.3 percent. The economy has averaged only 
150,000 new jobs a month since the start of 2011. “Clearly, this is not an econ- 
omy on track to the fast lane," said Chris Jones, an economist at TD Bank. A 
weak employment report could nudge the Federal Reserve to announce some 
new action to boost growth after its meeting next week, (ap) 


Fewer people applied 
for unemployment 
benefits last week 

Washington 

The jobs outlook in the U.S. bright- 
ened a bit Thursday just before 
President Barack Obama was to 
make his case for re-election to 
the American people. 

Fewer people applied for unem- 
ployment benefits last week, the 
government reported. And com- 
panies boosted hiring in August, 
according to a private survey. 

Afar more consequential report 
politically — the government’s 
unemployment and hiring figures 
for August — will come out Fri- 
day, just as the presidential race 
enters its stretch run. Jobs are the 
core issue in the race, and that 
report could sway some undecid- 
ed voters. 

There will be two additional 
employment reports before Election 


Day. But by then, more Americans 
will have made up their minds. 

“It’s the most important eco- 
nomic data point we have between 
now and Election Day,” said Tony 
Fratto, a White House spokesman 
under President George W. Bush. 

Friday’s jobs data is unlikely to 
signal significant improvement in 
the still-sluggish economy. 

Economists’ consensus is that 
employers added 135,000 jobs last 
month, according to a survey by 
FactSet. That’s below July’s gain 
of 163,000. And it’s probably not 
enough to bring down the unem- 
ployment rate, which is forecast to 
remain at 8.3 percent. 


That would let Republican 
nominee Mitt Romney point to 43 
straight months in which unem- 
ployment has exceeded 8 per- 
cent. 

At the same time, Fridaj^s report 
will almost surely mark a 30th 
straight month of private-sector 
job gains, a point Obama and his 
allies are certain to spotlight. 

“The president’s supporters will 
say, ‘See, it’s improving,’ and the 
supporters of Gov. Romney will 
say, ‘See, it’s not improving fast 
enough,”’ said Robert Shapiro, an 
economist and former trade offi- 
cial under President Bill Clinton.

Police Protest Pay Plan 

Thousands of police marched through 
Athens on Thursday, chanting “thieves, 
thieves" and carrying black flags, to op- 
pose planned pay cuts under a huge new 
austerity package meant to save Greece 
from defaulting on its mountain of debt. 
The 4,000 protesters, who also included 
firefighters and coast guard officers, lit 
flares, blared horns and set up mock

France: Girt, 4, Survives Rampage 


Police discover child 
under corpse’s skirt 
after family was shot 

Annecy, France 

French authorities struggled Thurs- 
day to explain why no one found 
a 4-year-old girl for eight hours at 
a blood-strewn crime scene as she 
huddled in a car under the skirt of 
a corpse — apparently her dead 
mother or grandmother. 

The stunning discovery 
Thursday of the girl, apparently 
unharmed, heightened the drama 
around a mysterious shooting ram- 
page in the French Alps that left 
four adults dead and a 7-year-old 
girl hospitalized after being shot 


Backstory ... 

On Wednesday, a cyclist came across a grisly scene in a wooded area near 
the village of Chevaline in the French Alps: four adult corpses and a 7-year-old 
beaten and shot. Police said the man, identified by the Sipa news agency as 
Saad al Hilli, and his family had been vacationing in France since August and 
that an unrelated French cyclist had been found slain nearby. Hours after po- 
lice began investigating the scene, a 4-year-old emerged alive and unhurt, hav- 
ing hidden under the skirt of a slain relative. On Thursday, links emerged tying 
the slain family to Britain, Iraq and Sweden, (ap) 


and brutally beaten. 

The reason for the attack 
remained unclear a day after the 
corpses were found. 

Prosecutor Eric Maillaud said 
investigators were searching for 
possible perpetrators and studying 
all possibilities, including a score- 
settling attack or simply that the 


family was “in the wrong place at 
the wrong time.” 

The bodies of a man and two 
women were found shot to death 
in a BMW, and the body of an 
unrelated male French cyclist was 
found nearby. Maillaud described a 
methodical killing, with three vic- 
tims shot in the head. 


The two girls, who police said 
were sisters, were put under police 
care. The prosecutor warned there 
may still be a killer or killers on the 
loose seeking to “get rid of’ wit- 
nesses to the “scene of immense 
savagery.” 

Authorities tried to explain how 
the 4-year-old went unnoticed. 

“The girl was found total- 
ly immobile ... under the legs — 
under the skirt — of one of the 
women who were killed,” Mail- 
laud said. 

Britain’s ambassador to 
France said British diplomats 
were trying to reach other fami- 
ly members to have them come to 
France and support the two girls, 
but none had yet been located.

Syrian rebels had been in con- 
trol of Tel Chehab, along the Jor- 
danian border, for months despite 
repeated assaults by pro-govern- 
ment troops, local activist Moham- 
med Abu Houran said. 

But hundreds of Syrian soldiers 
backed by 20 tanks assaulted Tel 
Chehab, according to Abu Hou- 
ran and the Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights, and 
the rebels were pushed out. 

Abu Houran said the regime 
apparently was trying to cut a route 
for refugees. 

More than 100,000 Syrians left 
in August alone, the highest month- 
ly total in the past 18 months, the 
U.N. said, (ap)

Obama Appeals 
For Second Term 


President reminds a frustrated nation 
that our recovery will still take years 


Charlotte, N.C. 

His re-election in doubt, Presi- 
dent Barack Obama acknowledged 
slow progress toward solving the 
nation’s economic woes Thursday 
night but declared in a Democratic 
National Convention speech, “Our 
problems can be solved, our chal- 
lenges can be met.” 

“The path we offer may be hard- 
er, but it leads to a better place,” he 
said in excerpts of his prime-time 
speech released in advance. 

His speech in accepting the par- 
ty’s nomination was to be the final 
act of his national convention and 
the opening salvo of a general elec- 
tion campaign against Republican 
rival Mitt Romney. Two months 
before Election Day, the race is 
close for the White House in a drea- 
ry season of economic struggle for 


millions. 

With unemployment at 8.3 
percent, Obama was expected to 
remind voters that the task of recov- 
ering from the economic disaster 
of 2008 is exceeded in U.S. histo- 
ry only by the challenge Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt faced when he 
took office in the Great Depres- 
sion in 1933. 

“It will require common effort, 
shared responsibility and the kind 
of bold persistent experimenta- 
tion” that FDR employed, Obama 
was expected to say. 


In an appeal to independent 
voters who might be considering 
a vote for Romney, he was to add 
that those who carry on Roosevelt’s 
legacy “should remember that not 
every problem can be remedied 
with another government program 
or dictate from Washington.” 

The economy is by far the dom- 
inant issue in the campaign, and 
the differences between Obama 
and his challenger could hardly 
be more pronounced. 

Romney wants to extend all 
tax cuts that are due to expire 
Dec. 31 with an additional 20 per- 
cent reduction in rates across the 
board, arguing that job growth 
would result. 


He also favors deep cuts in 
domestic programs ranging from 
education to parks, repeal of the 
health-care legislation that Obama 
pushed through Congress and 
landmark changes in Medicare, 
the program that provides health 
care to seniors. 

Obama wants to renew the tax 
cuts except on incomes higher than 
$250,000, sa 3 dng that millionaires 
should contribute to an overall 
attack on federal deficits. He also 
criticizes the spending cuts Rom- 
ney advocates, saying they would 
fall unfairly on the poor, lower- 
income college students and oth- 
ers. He argues that Republicans 
would “end Medicare as we know 
it” and saddle seniors with ever- 
rising costs. 

After two weeks of back-to-back 
conventions, the impact on the race 
remains to be determined. 

“You’re not going to see big 
bounces in this election,” said David 
Ploufife, a senior White House advis- 
er. “For the next 61 days, it’s going 
to remain tight as a tick.” 

As part of the speech excerpts 
released in advance, Obama’s cam- 
paign said he would set a goal of 
creating 1 million new manufac- 
turing jobs by the end of 2016 and 
push for more aggressive steps to 
reduce American dependence on 
foreign oil. 

Still, Obama was expected to say, 
“The truth is it will take more than 
a few years for us to solve challeng- 
es that have built up over a decade.”

Dozens Protest Eviction of Pastor 


Group hits U Street 
to make push against 
Bank of America 

Washington 

About three dozen people marched 
down U Street NW on Thursday 
morning to protest the pending 
eviction of a prominent local pas- 
tor from his Northeast home. 

Friends of the Rev. Michael Rob- 
ert Vanzant, the outreach pastor 
for Faith Temple and a vocal sup- 
porter of LGBT rights, joined mem- 
bers of D.C.’s Occupy movement 
for a noisy rally outside a Bank of 
America loan office on U Street, 
near 14th Street. 


“They say eviction, we say no. 
Michael Vanzant will not go,” pro- 
testers chanted as they stood out- 
side the loan office, knocking on 
the front door and posting card- 
board “Eviction” signs on the 
windows. 

Vanzant, who protest organiz- 
ers said recently suffered a minor 
stroke, did not march or join the 
rally on his behalf. 

Staff at Washington Hospital 
Center confirm that he is under- 
going tests. 

Occupy members were joined by 
three of Vanzant’s friends, includ- 
ing Isaiah Poole, who had served 
as a church elder at Faith Temple 
with Vanzant in the 1980s. 

According to Poole, Vanzant

had to go on disability from his 
job as a Metro employee about 
two years ago. 

Vanzant reportedly contacted 
Bank of America, which inherited 


his mortgage when it bought Coun- 
trywide, to modify the loan on his 
home of 24 years. Poole said that 
the bank denied his request. 

“For some reason, he just hit 
wall after wall after wall,” Poole 
said. 

While passersby complained 
that the group was blocking the 
sidewalk, the only acknowledg- 
ment from inside the office was the 
closing of window blinds. 

“Success today would be if Bank 
of America calls him and gives him 
his home back,” said Mike Haack, 
one of the organizers. 

“More realistically, this will 
put Mr. Vanzant on Bank of

Art Modell, 
Ex-Ravens 
Owner, Dies 


Pro Football 

Former Baltimore Ravens owner 
Art Modell — the longtime NFL 
stalwart who incurred the wrath 
of Cleveland fans when he moved 
the team from Ohio and admittedly 
tarnished his own legacy as a civic 
leader — died early Thursday. 

He was 87. David Modell said he 
and his brother, John, were at their 
father’s side when he “died peace- 
fully of natural causes.” 

During his four decades as a 
team owner, Modell helped nego- 
tiate the NFL’s lucrative contracts 
with television networks, served 
as president of the NFL from 1967 
to 1969, and chaired the negotia- 
tions for the first collective bargain- 
ing agreement with the players in 
1968. He also was the driving force 
behind the 1970 contract to televise 
games on Monday nights. 

But he made one decision that 
hounded him the rest of his life. He 
moved the Cleveland franchise to 
Baltimore in 1996, and Ohio fans 
never forgave him. The move was 
also believed to be the main reason 
why Modell never made it into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

“It’s a shame that one deci- 
sion hurt how some people think 
of him, because he did so much 
good,” said former Browns line- 
man Doug Dieken. (ap) 


Harper Finds His Swing, Swagger 


Hot streak could put 
him in the hunt for 
Rookie of the Year

After each of Bryce Harper’s two 
home runs Wednesday night, the 
rookie raced around the bases, 
tapped home plate and then paused 
just briefly to point up to a pair 
of familiar faces in the stands at 
Nationals Park. 

His parents, Ron and Sheri, 
had traveled from Nevada to 
watch him play, and he’d reward- 
ed them with a pair of home runs 
that gave him 17 for the season. 
Asked if the home runs in front of 
his parents made his game more 
special. Harper shrugged and a 
half smile formed. 

“They’ve seen it a couple times,” 
he said. 

It appears Harper has gotten 
his swagger back. 

The 19 -year-old, whose pre- 
ternatural ability made him an 
All-Star, had struggled mighti- 
ly in the weeks since the break. 
From July 13, the first game back, 
until Aug. 21, Harper’s average 
dropped 35 points, down to .247. 
He got overaggressive. He chased 
bad pitches. He struck out. He 
broke things. 

Now, he’s comfortable again.

He’s hitting .347 in his last 49 
at bats, entering Thursday, includ- 
ing five home runs and 10 RBI. The 
stretch includes a pair of two-hom- 
er games. His second home run on 
Wednesday moved him ahead of 
Ken Griffey Jr. to third on the list 
of most home runs hit by a teen- 
ager. He trails only Tony Conigli- 
aro (24) and Mel Ott (19). 

“Harper’s been swinging the 
heck out of the bat here lately,” 
manager Davey Johnson said. “He 
seems to be getting a little more 
relaxed.” 


His recent hot streak has proved 
contagious. During the most tor- 
rid portion of his stretch, roughly 
the past eight games, the Nation- 
als have scored at least eight runs 
six times. They hit six home runs 
in back-to-back games this week 
against Chicago. Next up are the 
Miami Marlins, who visit D.C. this 
weekend. 

“I’m just trying to go up there 
and have good ABs, get something 
I can drive,” he said. “It’s nice to 
have everyone around me hitting, 
because once one person starts hit- 


ting, everybody hits. ... Every guy 
on this team can go long and hit 
the ball out of the yard.” 

Harper entered Thursday bat- 
ting .259 with 17 homers and 47 
RBI. He has ground to make up 
if he seeks to revive his campaign 
for National League rookie of the 
year. His tailspin dropped him off 
the pace set by Cincinnati rookie 
Todd Frazier, who as of Thursday 
was hitting .289 with 18 home runs 
and 62 RBI.

U.S. Has Hard Work Ahead Against Jamaica 


Soccer 

Admit it, you’ve slacked off at the 
office on a Friday or two. The U.S. 
men’s national soccer team won’t 
have that luxury at the Office 
— the nickname for Jamaica’s 
National Stadium in Kingston — 
on Friday. 

A maximum effort will be need- 
ed with World Cup qualifying 
implications at stake at a venue 
in which the U.S. men have never 
won during their qualifying histo- 


ry. They’ve tied the Reggae Boyz in 
Jamaica four times under such cir- 
cumstances dating back to 1988. 
The last time the U.S. played Jamai- 
ca came at RFK Stadium in the 
quarterfinals of the 2011 CONCA- 
CAF Gold Cup, with the Americans 
advancing with a 2-1 victory. 

U.S. coach Jurgen Klinsmann 
leads a squad that won its first- 
ever game in Mexico last month 
but has serious question marks 
heading into hostile territory for 
the first of two qualifiers in five 


days between the two sides. They’ll 
meet again in Columbus, Ohio, on 
Tuesday night. 

Klinsmann won’t have the ser- 
vices of stars Landon Donovan or 
Michael Bradley, who are both out 
with leg injuries. Meanwhile, Clint 
Dempsey — who is coming off a 
whirlwind transfer saga that landed 
him Tottenham — has not played 
a competitive match since the U.S. 
men’s qualifier against Guatemala 
on June 12. As he waded through 
the transfer process, Dempsey was 


banished from training with Ful- 
ham’s first team, bringing his fit- 
ness and form into question. 

“It’s something that is normal,” 
Klinsmann said. “There will never 
be a game where you have every- 
body at 100 percent. That’s just 
the way soccer works. You always 
have to deal with injuries, maybe 
some players being not on form. 
The Mexico game really showed 
we have some depth, we have 
some players that can step up.”

But for D.C. drivers, one of the 
biggest hassles, and expenses, of 
keeping a car in the city is parking. 

Since many apartments in the area 
don’t come with parking, some renters 
shell out hundreds of additional 
dollars per month for garages, meters 
and the inevitable tickets. 

Others manage to score a better 
deal. 

You Pay How Much? 

How much you’ll pay for parking 
generally depends on what 
neighborhood you live in and 
whether the spot is shielded from 
the elements. 

Some rental buildings offer 
garage parking. It’s generally the 
most expensive parking option, 
with uncovered spots running a 
little cheaper than covered ones. You 
could pay about $150 for covered 
garage parking at The Envoy 
(2400 16th St. NW, 202-387-2500, 
Borgermanagementinc.com/envoy 
-apartments), a historic property in 
Adams Morgan, or about $20 less for 
an uncovered spot. 

Add $50 to those prices if you want 
a garage spot near Dupont Circle.

Garage parking can be a little 
cheaper outside of the District. A 
garage spot in Bethesda could cost 
around $125, while garage spots in 
Arlington can range from $60 to $90 
a month. 

Parking in an outside lot may leave 
your car exposed to bad weather and 
hooligans, but it is much cheaper 
than indoor parking. Renters get free 
outdoor parking at The Aldon of Chevy 
Chase (4740 Bradley Blvd., 301-656- 
7626, Aldonmanagement.com) and 
Summit Hills (1701 East West Hwy., 
888-613-6975, Southernmanagement 
.com/summit-hills). 

Or, like Powell, you could take your 


chances with street parking. 

Eor “free” street parking in the 
District, you pay the DMV (Dmv 
.dc.gov/serv/parking/rpp.shtm) 
an annual $35 fee for a residential 
parking permit for your “zone,” plus a 
few hundred for a reciprocity permit 
if your car isn’t registered in D.C. 

The downside? Powell’s parked 
car has suffered one busted window 
and two hit-and-runs. 

Parking Tips & Tricks 

When Lindsay Donofrio, 29, was 
looking for a place to stash her car 
for a few weeks before she got D.C. 
plates or tags, she decided to park it at 
Reagan National Airport. Parking in 
the economy lot costs $12 a day. 

“I didn’t know where else to put 
it,” she says. “The airport was the 
cheapest place.” 

D.C. residents can also get a 15-day 
permit for guests at their local police 
station. But guest passes won’t work

» Tickets can be 
contested online at the 

D.C. Department of Motor 
Vehicles website (dmv 
.washingtondc.gov), by mail 
orat walk-in hearing. If you 
don’t pay or contest your 
ticket within 30 calendar 
days of receiving it, you’ll 
pay a penalty. 

» Wait for it ... You should 
receive a decision letter 
within six months, 
m Off the hook? Congrats! 
Not lucky enough? Time to 
pay up. 

» You can still appeal the 

decision to the Traffic 
Adjudication Appeals Board 
(dmv.washingtondc.gov/ 
serv/ticket/appeal.shtm) if 
you thinkyou have a case. 

At this point, you pay the 
ticket, plus a $10 appealfee 
and mail in an appeal letter. 
That’s right, a letter. In the 
mail. Ifthe decision is 
reversed, you’ll be refunded 
for the ticket and fees. j.b. 



Feed the Meter 

In D.C., nonresidential street parking 
metersvaryfrom one neighborhood 
to another, ranging from $0.75 an 
hour to park in “normal" zones to 
$2 an hour in “premium demand" 
zones, such as Dupont Circle, 
Chinatown and the National Mall. 
“Some places in D.C. have raised 
rates, for budget reasons," says 
David Alpert, editor-in-chief of the 
site Greater Greater Washington 
(Greatergreaterwashington.org). 
“The price of parking is a way to make 
sure that there’s also availability," he 
says. Much of the revenue from the 
parking meters goes toward Metro 
and other transportation services, 
Alpert says. J.B. 


as a long-term parking strategy. 
“Eventually they’ll catch you and 
say ‘you need to register your car,’” 
Donofrio says. 

Another option for cheaper 
temporary parking is Metro parking 
lots, which offer daily and hourly 
parking ranging from $3.50 to $ 8.50 
per day, though only a few stations 
offer multiple-day parking. Parking 
is free at Metro lots on weekends 
and holidays. 

Some Web resources make the 
D.C. parking experience a little easier. 
You can find a parking spot to rent 
in Craigslist’s “Parking & Storage” 
section. Best Parking (Washingtondc 
.bestparking.com) allows you to 
search for private parking near your 
destination, and it lists rates and 
hours. 

On Parking Panda (Parkingpanda 
.com), a new website serving D.C. 
and Baltimore, you can search for 
parking, reserve a spot in advance and 
pay online. Spots usually cost around 
$15 a day, less than a regular spot in 
the typical garage, says Nick Miller, 
co-founder and CEO of the company. 
You also can list your own space, or 
even a driveway, on the site to make 
some extra cash. 

“Parking is always the unknown 
factor,” says Miller, a former D.C. 
resident who now lives in Baltimore. 
“I know firsthand how bad it is.”

Molly Ringwald 

ACTRESS, NOVELIST JAZZ SINGER 


Molly Ringwald played a beauti- 
ful, brooding, pretty-in-pink teen in 
iconic coming-of-age flicks in the 
’80s. Now 44, she’s still beautiful, 
still brooding — but hold the pink. 
In addition to her role on ABC Fam- 
ily’s “The Secret Life of the Ameri- 
can Teenager,” Ringwald is also an 
author, earning praise for her first 
novel, “When It Happens to You” 
($15, It Books). Her loosely con- 
nected short stories are about mar- 
ital infidelity and fractured fam- 
ilies. She’ll read from the book at 
7 p.m. Wednesday at the Historic 
Synagogue at 6th and I ($15-$30, 
Sixthandi.org). 

What inspired “When It 
Happens to You?" 

I wanted to write fiction, and I was 
interested by the theme of betrayal. 
It’s a universal subject. There’s not 


one person that can’t say that they 
haven’t been betrayed, betrayed 
someone or betrayed themselves. 

Some people call 
the book “dark.” 

I don’t think it’s dark; I think it’s 
human. There’s dark and light in 
human existence. I think all of my 
characters are flawed, but those are 
the most interesting people to read. 
Certainly as an actor, they’re the 
only interesting people to play. 

How do you portray such a range 
of characters and scenarios? 

It’s a skill that I’ve used when act- 
ing. You put yourself in a situa- 
tion, you imagine how you would 
feel and describe it. It’s a combina- 
tion of that and observation. Any 
time someone has a career that I 
don’t know anything about, I ask 


them questions, with the idea that 
I might use it later on. 

Have you watched any of 
your movies yet with your 
kids [Mathilda, 8; twins 
AdeleandRoman,3]? 

Mathilda saw “Sixteen Candles,” 
but that’s the only one. I’m look- 
ing forward to her seeing the other 
movies, but I want her to come to 
them naturally. She should be at a 
slumber party or with her friends 
instead of watching it with me.

How did she react to the movie? 

It dealt with some issues that I 
wasn’t prepared to explain yet. She 
asked me why I gave my underwear 
to the boy! As I was hemming and 
hawing and trying to figure out an 
acceptable response, she said, “Did 
he just really want people to think 
that you liked him?” And I said, 
“Yeah, yeah, exactly!” She went 
straight to the subtext, and then I 
thought she was OK. 

I’m not sure many people realize 
that you’re also a jazz singer. You 
actually made your first record- 
ing at the age of 6? 

My dad’s a jazz musician. It’s the 
music I grew up with. I was really 
into performing with him. It was 
just kind of our daddy-and-me time. 
We recorded it over the winter. I 
kept getting a cold, so we had to 
keep putting the project on hold, 
but it was fun. And now I have a 
new jazz album coming out: Con- 
cord Records is releasing it in the

Film Review 

It’s inevitable that “Bachelorette” 
will be compared to a certain other 
wedding-themed comedy. The Wein- 
stein Company, which picked up the 
theatrical distribution of the bawdy, 
lowbrow yukfest, is no doubt hop- 
ing to ride the “Bridesmaids” bridal 
train all the way to the bank. 

Unfortunately, “Bachelorette” 
has nowhere near the heart or 
humanity of that 2011 hit, despite 
cramming twice the crude humor 
into a much smaller package. It’s a 



sour, only fitfully funny affair, wast- 
ing the abilities of its otherwise tal- 
ented cast, which includes Kirsten 
Dunst, James Marsden, Adam Scott 
and Isla Fisher. 

The biggest miscalculation is in 
relegating Rebel Wilson (Kristen 
Wiig’s wacky, scene-stealing room- 
mate in “Bridesmaids”) to a sup- 
porting role as the normal girl. It’s 
a shame, because the actress seems 
like she could anchor a movie in her 
own right, if only she were allowed 
to let her freak-flag fly. 


Written and directed by Leslye 
Headland — who adapted her own 
play, written four years before the 
release of “Bridesmaids” — “Bach- 
elorette” revolves around the nup- 
tials of Becky (Wilson), a sweet, 
blandly likable young woman who 
is the butt of a steady drumbeat of 
fat jokes that begin in the film’s first 
few minutes and never let up. If this 
is the level of wit that a film opens 
with, it’s not a good sign. 

After announcing her engage- 
ment, Becky pretty much disap- 


pears for most of the rest of the 
movie, handing the story over to 
three of her besties, bridesmaids 
Regan (Dunst), Gena (Lizzy Caplan) 
and Katie (Fisher). 

Friends since high school, Regan 
is now shrill and bitter, Gena is pro- 
miscuous and foul-mouthed and 
Katie is a drug-addled airhead. With 
the exception of Fisher, who brings 
a fizzy, loose-limbed energy to her 
ditz character, the actresses portray 
singularly repellent people. Behind 
Becky’s back, they profess mystifi- 
cation that their friend, who was 
called “Pig Face” in high school, is 
the first of their clique to marry. 

One thing the film gets just right 
is the air of awkward, forced con- 
viviality at weddings, rehearsal 
dinners, bachelorette parties and 
the like. But the film’s central story 
line — which involves the efforts of 
the bridesmaids to repair the bridal 
gown after two of them rip it while 
mocking Becky’s weight — feels not 
just forced, but false. 

“Bridesmaids” was crude, but it 
also said something about female 
friendships that felt true. “Bachelor- 
ette” feels like it’s about four women 
who, not even all that deep down, 
can’t stand one another.

Film Review 

“The Words” could have been a com- 
mentary on the aftershocks of pla- 
giarism, a study of literary thievery 
that might have inadvertentiy added 
fresh perspective to the conversation 
about why writers like Jonah Leh- 
rer engage in ethical lapses. 

It isn’t. Instead, “The Words” is a 
narratively limp indie that’s under- 
mined by a failure to connect emo- 
tionally with its audience. 

The central plot revolves around 
Rory Jansen (Bradley Cooper), 
a determined novelist who can’t 
seem to get his first book published. 
While honeymooning in Paris with 
his uber-attractive wife (Zoe Sal- 
dana), Rory discovers a weathered 
satchel in a tiny antique shop. Nes- 
tled inside is an anonymous manu- 
script of a spectacular novel. 

Rory reads the manuscript, 
then decides to peck out the whole 
thing verbatim on his laptop. The

next thing everyone knows, a novel 
with the cringey title “The Window 
Tears” is published and turns Rory 
into the equivalent of E L James.

“The Words” intentionally blurs 
the line between reality and fiction 
but never creates real or fantasy 
worlds that are remotely believable.

In ‘Little White Lies,' 
a near-fatal accident 
muddles a vacation 

Film Review 

The French film “Little White 
Lies” boasts a breathtaking open- 
ing sequence. Following a shaky, 
buzzy and colorfully lit scene inside 
a club, the camera swoops and swiv- 
els around Ludo (“The Artist’s” Jean 
Dujardin) as he takes an ill-fated 
sunrise scooter ride. 

The camera angles and mood 
shifts reveal Guillaume Canet’s 
immense talents as a director. 

Unfortunately, the subsequent 
150 -odd minutes also expose his 
shortcomings as a screenwriter. 

The epic ensemble drama fol- 
lows a group of Parisian friends. 
They spend a month together each 
summer in an idyllic seaside town, 
bunking in a house owned by the 
unofficial group elder. Max (Fran- 
cois Cluzet). But this year, things 
are a little different. After that

THE BOURNE LEGACY (PG 13, 135 min 

utes) Surprise, surprise — “The Bourne 
Legacy" LookssurprisingLy good onscreen, 
precisely because it’s so good on paper. 
Written and directed by Tony Gilroy, who 
penned all three Jason Bourne movies, 
“The Bourne Legacy" achieves its first 
order of business with intelligence and 
imaginative dexterity, building on the 
pre-existing story. Forthe most part, “The 
Bourne Legacy" takes place in an impres- 
sively recognizable world, where science, 
hands-free geopolitics and the modern 
security state intersectto create human 
warriors who behave like the human 
equivalent of drones. It’s that world and 
its ruthless thought-leaders that Aaron 
Cross (Jeremy Renner) must navigate 
— with his memory intact, but driven 
by just as dramatic an inner need. a.h. 
THE CAMPAIGN (R, 85 minutes) 
The excesses of partisan sniping, negative 
campaigning and pandering skullduggery 
are the comic equivalent offish in a bar- 
rel, and every last minnow gets picked off 
in “The Campaign," in which Will Ferrell 
and Zach Galifianakis play North Carolina 
candidatesgoing head-to-head inafarci- 
cally conniving congressional election. 
If only because of the actors involved, 
“The Campaign" has its share of laughs. 
The film even possessesa whiff of topi- 
cality, in the form of two super-wealthy, 
sweatshop-owning brothers whotry to rig 
the election by infusing a super PAC with 
scads of money. But with the exception of 
thattimelyecho— and Ferrell’s flawless 
John Edwards impersonation as a com- 
pulsively promiscuous politician —genu- 
inely scathing satire is largely missing, a.h. 
COMPLIANCE (R, 90 minutes) As the 
film opens, a fast-food restaurant man- 
ager named Sandra is getting her busy 
evening shift started. As her staff ar- 
rives, the emotional tectonics continue 
to shift. When Sandra receives a phone 
call about one of her workers, a pretty 
girl named Becky, she’s all business, save 
forthe pent-up resentments constantly 
at play between the two women. That 
phone call leads Sandra and Becky into 
an increasingly high-charged encounter, 
which ultimately will give way to even 
more troubling confrontations. With its 
pins-and-needles atmosphere of ambient

hostility, economic anxiety and power 
shifts, “Compliance" can in many ways 
be seen asan unforgiving parable of our 
age, in which working-class disempow- 
erment takes on the cruelest psycho- 
logical and physical dimensions, a.h. 
COSMOPOLIS (R, 109 minutes) Robert 
Pattinson plays 28-year-old billionaire 
Eric Packer, who decides that his per- 
fectly coiffed ’do needs a trim. Despite 
the protestations of his security chief, 
Eric insists on journeying to his favorite 
barbershop. In an “Odyssey’’-liketurn, he 
stumbles upon a parade of characters 
and hazards. Fie runs into his new wife, 
an old flame, a water-main break, a pie- 
throwing deviant and an anti-capitalist 
riot, among other impediments. And 
all the while he talks. And talks. And 
talks. Despite the thick dialogue, there’s 
something compelling about the whole 
endeavor, because it feels like any- 
thing might happen. Stephanie merry 
THE DARK KNIGHT RISES (PC 13, 164 
minutes) Christopher Nolan has made a 
completely satisfying movie, one steeped 
enough in self-contained mythology to 
reward hard-core fans while giving less in- 
vested viewersa rousing, adroitly executed 
piece of popcorn entertainment. The film 


starts off with a nervy piece of midair 
showmanship in which the movie’s villain, 
aterroristthug named Bane, hijacksa CIA 
plane. Bane makes almost immediately for 
Gotham City, where Bruce Wayne (Chris- 
tian Bale) has been living in wounded seclu- 
sion forthe past eight years, since he took 
the rap for killing a city hero. “The Dark 
Knight Rises" ends on a self-important 
note that would be insufferable if Nolan 
and Bale hadn’t so clearly earned it. a.h.

visittoafamoustherapist named Dr. Feld 
(Steve Cared). Most of the film transpires 
in Feld’s office, as the clinician tries to 
get to the root of the couple’s problems. 
“Flope Springs" is funny mostly thanks 
to Jones, who playsArnold with a pitch- 
perfect dose of bemusement, discom- 
fort and long-simmering rage. This is 
a movie fully aware that just showing 
up is often more important than even 
the most cathartic conversation, a.h. 
LAWLESS (R, no minutes) An inescap- 
able sense of “so what?" sets in early 
with “Lawless," almost as soon as Shia 
LaBeouf begins his lackluster opening 
narration. In 1931, in Franklin County, 
Va., Jack Bondurant (LaBeouf) and his 
big brothers, Floward (Jason Clarke) and 
Forrest (Tom Flardy), divide their time 
between running the family’s general 
store and a lucrative moonshine opera- 
tion. It’s a tidy living that is threatened 
by the arrival of Special Agent Charlie 
Rakes (Guy Pearce). “Lawless" feels 
less like it’s breaking new ground than 
going through old motions. A movie 
about outlaws — whether indulging or 
interrogating their self-styled legend 
— should never play it this safe. a.h. 
THE ODD LIFE OF TIMOTHY GREEN (PC, 
115 minutes)The title character of Disney’s 
two-ply weeper, a mysterious 10-year- 
old boy who pops up in the backyard of a 
childless couple, is indeed odd. Covered 
with mud, he’s also marked by a disturb- 
ing deformity: leaves sprouting from his 
lower legs. Odder still is this: The people 


whomTimothy almost immediatelystarts 
calling “Mom" and “Dad" react in pretty 
much thesame way assomeonewho’sjust 
found a stray cat. They start raising him 
as their own. Never mind that Timothy, by 
all evidence, seems to have been wished 
into existence by his unofficial adoptive 
parents.

PARANORMAN (PC, 93 minutes) “Para-

a quiet and unassuming middle-schooler 
who happens to be able to converse with 
the dead.

THE POSSESSION (PG-13, 92 minutes) 
“The Possession," a Jewish variant on 
“The Exorcist," recounts the torments 
of a nice suburban American family who’s 
infiltrated by an evil spirit (“dybbuk" 
in Yiddish). Actually, the dybbuk is the 
second malevolent force to attack Clyde 
and Stephanie and their two daughters. 
First came the monster called divorce.
